President 

Centennial 

During the year the Auckland Museum will attain its cen¬ 
tennial, it having been “commenced," as its founder Mr. John 
Alexander Smith put it. on 25th October, 1852. The commem¬ 
orative activities approved by tbe Council for this centennial year 
include the following: 

An evening reception at the Museum for representatives of 
local bodies in the Auckland province was held on 4th April. 
Members of the staff had gone to considerable trouble to arrange 
displays showing the work of the Museum, and according to sub¬ 
sequent reports the function was greatly enjoyed by the many city 
and country representatives present. 

A presidential address was delivered on 5th May. This 
revived an old custom which was started by the presidential 
address on 4th May, 1868, to the first general meeting of the 
Institute. 

The winter syllabus, which has already been forwarded to 
members, will comprise six lectures on the progress in the sciences 
during the last 100 years. 

One or more appropriate Museum exhibitions will lx? held 
on dates to be announced. 

A commemorative social gathering will be held at the Museum 
on 24th October, 1952. 

His Majesty The King 

The death during the year of His Majesty King George VI 
was the subject of a resolution of the Council conveying on behalf 
of all members, through His Excellency the Governor-General, 
our respectful sympathy and loyalty to Her Majesty the Queen. 

Obituary 

We record with regret the deaths of the following members: 
IV E. L. Auhin. Sir Peter Buck, B. D. Buddie, Major G. A. 
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Huddle. Austin Carr. Mrs. \Y. Cocker. \Y. ). Crowther, Sir Albert 
Ellis. H. R. Hesketh. C. S. Lees. |. V. Mackv. Dr. C. K. Suther¬ 
land. A. Howey Walker. J. W. Williamson, and W. R. Wilson. 

Sir Peter Puck. K.C.M.C.. 1).S.().. a member of the Institute 
since 1921. and member of its Council from 1921 to 1925. when he 
left to join the Bishop Museum in Honolulu, died in December 
last. After serving in the Medical Corps and the Maori Battalion 
in the 1914-18 war be became first Director of Maori Hygiene in 
the Health Department. His distinguished scientific work included 
many detailed ethnographical studies of Pacific island groups and 
the publication of two outstanding books, "The Vikings of the 
Sunrise" and "The Coming of the Maori." 

Sir Albert Ellis, C.M.G.. by discovering the rich phosphate 
content of the rock of Nauru and Ocean Islands, made possible 
enormously increased production of New Zealand pastoral land. 
Keenly interested in the Museum, he supported it financially, as 
we can now reveal, and by presenting valuable geological specimens 
and examples of native arts and crafts from the Micronesian 
I slands. 

Mr. W. J. Crowther's interest lay in XY11I and X1N century 
decorative arts. He personally assisted in the arranging of special 
exhibitions, among others, of antique plate. English pottery and 
porcelain and Chinese ceramics. He has generously bequeathed 
to the Museum a selection of English china and 18th century 
silver from his own collections. 

Major (I. A. Buddie. D.S.O.. M.C.. had been elected a member 
of the Council at the last general meeting, but died before taking 
his seat. His keen interest in ornithology and his patience and 
skill in photography combined to make his bird studies of high 
aesthetic as well as considerable scientific value. "Bird Secrets." 
issued since his death. Contains a fine selection of his art and will 
undoubtedly receive a warm welcome. 

Council 

The Council appointed Mr. J. H. Rose. LL.B., to the place 
rendered vacant by the death of Major Buddie. The senior mem¬ 
ber of the Council, Professor H. W. Segar, has recently been 
seriously ill: but is now steadily recovering. 

Membership 

The membership roll at the end of the year was 876. including 
261 life members, after the removal of 56 names through death, 
resignations and deletions, and the election of 46 new members.

Court of New Zealand. Sir Frank Mappin was invested with the 
order of Knight of Grace of St. John. Two members of the 
Council. Sir Carrick Robertson and Mr. A. T. Pycroft, were 
elected to honorary life membership by the last general meeting. 

Mrs. Lucy Watson Smith has been appointed Honorary 
Botanist by the Council. 

Gifts 

Mrs. Bertha Wilson, who had previously given £2.000 as 
an endowment for natural history cinema studies, has added a 
further gift of £1.000 to assist the Museum s photographic work. 

Twenty portraits of Maori leaders by the late Mr. C. F. 
Goldie have been presented by Mrs. Goldie and arc on display in 
the Maori Court. Both as examples of Mr. Goldie’s work and as 
a record of Maori leaders, they have at once become a centre of 
interest for our visitors. 

The Auckland Electric-power Board has again made a grant 
of £50 to the Museum. 

Many other interesting and valuable gifts have been received 
from members and others. The interest thus shown in the 
Museum is keenly appreciated by the Council. 

Visiting Scientists 

The Council accorded welcomes to the officers and scientists 
of II.M.S. "Challenger." of the British oceanic research expedition, 
and to the Roval Danish Research Ship "(ialalhca." The oppor 
Utility for interchange of ideas between members of these expedi¬ 
tions and members of the Museum staff, as recorded in the present 
Annual Reports, has been much appreciated. 
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Finance 

The result of the request mentioned in the last annual report 
for an increase of 15$ on the statutory obligation of the contribut¬ 
ing local bodies was very gratifying. All the 23 local bodies met 
the Museum Council's request except the Borough of Takapuna. 

The Council during the year also addressed a letter to all the 
other local bodies in the Auckland Province requesting their finan¬ 
cial co-operation in future in the maintenance of the museum, 
which is in fact as well as in name an Auckland Provincial War 
Memorial Museum, and carries on its educational services in 
country as well as in metropolitan schools. It was suggested to 
them that provision be made by statute for a contribution of a 
small fraction of a penny on the capital value of each local body 
area. It was surprising that some of the bodies more distant from 
Auckland were agreeable to the proposal while many of the nearer 
local bodies were opposed to it. It was indeed appreciated that 
two local bodies (Whakatane County Council and Mangonui 
County Council) made immediate voluntary contributions from 
so far afield. The general result, however, showed a sufficient 
willingness to co-operate to justify the Museum Council in making 
a further proposal to them for a voluntary contribution based on 
the population figures, and this has recently been done. 

It has been necessary to request a renewal for this year of 
the 15% increase from the contributing local bodies, and the 
response to this so far has been favourable. 

As pointed out last year, the income and expenditure account 
showed a deficiency of £433. Owing to the exceptional fact that 
two of the scientific staff (the botanist, Mr. Cooper, and the 
geologist, Mr. Battey) received overseas research fellowships and 
were granted leave without pay during the year, and also that the 
librarian, Miss Evans, was given leave without pay to visit Britain, 
it has been possible to effect a saving on the salaries account this 
year. In a normal year, at present rates of remuneration, the 
amount required for salaries and wages of the present staff will 
be £11,239. The statutory contribution from local bodies is 
£10.668, which with 15% added makes £12,268, so that there is 
very little left for the many other expenses of the museum. The 
help which it is trusted the provincial local bodies will be willing 
to provide is urgently required to expand the country work of the 
Museum staff.

The Astronomical Section held regular meetings in the 
Physics lecture room. 

The Museum collections continue to be enhanced by fine 
examples of decorative art and by extensive natural history collec¬ 
tions. A fifth century B.C. red-figure vase secured through the 
Edward Earle Vaile Fund is a notable addition to the display from 
classical Greece; the fund has also enabled us to add extensively 
to the Pitcairn Island collection, while each year the wealth of 
additions to the library, including rare and important works on 
early travel and exploration, enables us to realise what a fine 
instrument of study and research the Institute library is becoming 
through Mr. Yaile's munificent endowment. 

The Museum has more than once benefited from the interest 
in native art and craft ol those in the Mission field; this year we 
have received two further extensive ethnographical collections, th 
first from Melanesia, given by the Rev. Charles Palmer, who has 
also presented Bishop Selvvyn's writing desk, telescope, and the 
pedometer that marked the many miles’ travel of In's, ministry. The 
second is of sculptures, weapons, domestic implements and objects 
of reputed magic from Tanganyika collected by the donor, the Rev. 
Harry Johnson, between fifty and sixty years ago. Major \Y. A. 
G. Penlington has presented his own sketches of episodes in first 
war France and other trophies, and Mr. J. II. Luxford. S.M.. has 
given a whalers’ lay. or agreement for sharing the catch, drawn in 
Wellington in 1843. An unusual greenstone hei tiki found on 
the Waiuku sandhills by the late Mr. J. E. Makgill is the gift of 
members of his family, and Dr. G. Blake Palmer is the donor of 
a gold inlaid iron bowl from East Atrica. A. model racing canoe 
from the Ellice Islands has been given by Lt.-Commander J. F. 
A. O Neill, D.S.C.. and the New Zealand Shipping Co. has pre¬ 
sented a ship builder's model of the S.S. Rtni/'cliit. built in 1901. 
This is the third X.Z.S.C. mode! on display in the Museum. Many 
other gilts received through the year from residents in the city 
and province are recorded under Accessions later in the Report. 

Members of the Museum staff participated in the first New 
Zealand Ait Galleries and Museums .Association conference held 
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at Napier in April, at which valuable discussions took place both 
on general Museum policy and on technical problems. 

As usual, members of the staff have given outside lectures, 
the number this vear being: Mr. I’owell, 14; Mr. Turbott. 12: 
M r. I'isher, «>; M'rs. Turbott. 2: the Director. 12: total. 50. 

()ther community assistance has been the usual response to 
very many enquiries, assistance to visiting research workers and 
loan of material to displays arranged by local organizations. 

Growth of the Collections 

The rapid and extensive growth of the Museum’s collections, 
both in natural history, ethnology and in European arts, manifests 
the interest in the Museum of many citizens. The staff welcomes 
this suport of its own activities in augmenting the collections, and 
readily accepts the considerable range of work that follows. The 
question of space and storage equipment now extends beyond the 
staff member concerned to become a major administrative problem. 
The study collections are almost hopelessly crowded: much more 
accommodation, c.g.. floor and wall space, and storage equipment, 
including steel cabinets and card catalogues, are badly needed. 
All accessions, however, are welcome, giving, as they do. important 
material for research such as those recorded by Mr. Powell. Mr. 
Turbott and Mr. Mason: a reserve from which, when the collec¬ 
tions have been classified and catalogued, the daily round of ques¬ 
tions can he answered: and a source for displays, whether of 
individual pieces or of arranged settings, demonstrating native 
arts and crafts or natural history phenomena. 

The change two years ago from direct to alternating current 
power supply made fluorescent lights available for display. Experi¬ 
mental installations have given some measure of success; they have 
also revealed that the best results will he attained in cases specially 
designed as to proportion and colour—an interesting task for the 
new halls of the completed War Memorial Museum.

Assistant Director 

The year has been a notable one for the opportunities afforded 
in oceanography by the visits of the Admiralty Survey Ship, 
Jf.MS. Challenger, and the Royal Danish Research Ship Calathca. 
Commander Ritchie of H.M.S. Challenger generously offered to 
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carry out dredging operations at prescribed localities. He secured 
for this Museum two rich hauls from 109 fathoms off the Great 
Harrier Island and four dredgings, as well as comprehensive shore 
collections, from Funafuti Atoll. Fllice Group. 

\l the invitation of l)r. Anton hr. Hrmm I accompanied the 
Danish Deep Sea Expedition on two cruises. Wellington to Auck¬ 
land and the first investigation of the Kermadec Deep. The 
combined trips occupied about three weeks and afforded ample 
opportunity for learning something of their methods, taking part 
in laboratory routine and working on research material. 1 have 
been asked to write a report on the Continental shelf Molluscn 
obtained by the Expedition. 

Two meetings of the New Zealand Oceanographic Committee, 
of which T am a member, were held at Wellington. The Committee 
is serving a very useful function in co-ordinating the investigations 
of our few but enthusiastic workers in this field. My oceano¬ 
graphic contribution during the year includes the Report on the 
Cape Expedition Mollusca from the Suhantarctic Islands of New 
Zealand, now almost completed, as well as faunal and sedimentation 
investigations of dredgings from the Outer Hattraki Gulf, Mayor 
Island and Tauranga Harbour. 

As Chairman of the Biological Subcommittee on Ocean¬ 
ography. I report some progress with the organization of an 
oceanographic symposium for the Eighth Pacific Science Congress, 
to be held in Manila in 1953. 

Field researches into native land snail populations in North¬ 
land were rounded off by two further visits to North Cape and 
Cape Maria van Diemen. 

In the Museum a panel featuring a whaling lay presented by 
Mr. Luxford has been installed, and two exhibition cabinets for 
the display of postage stamps were made by Mr. Frank Quayle. 
'I'lie exhibits, which are very popular, are changed at frequent 
intervals. 

The Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum. Vol. 4, 
No. 2, was edited and published in December, 1951. A fourth 
impression of 10.000 copies of “Native Animals of New Zealand" 
appeared in April. 1951. 

Published researches include an extensive report on Antarctic 
and Suhantarctic Mollusca for the National Institute of Ocean¬ 
ography. Discovery Reports. Cambridge University Press and two 

_..... M 
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papers in the “Museum Records"—Land Mollusca from Four 
Islands of the Three Kings group, and Further Colonies of 
Placostylus Land Snails from Northernmost New Zealand. In 
addition the section on the Molluscan Family Turridac was written 
for the International Treatise on Invertebrate Paleontology, to he 
published by Kansas University in conjunction with the United 
States Geological Survey and the British Museum. 

Outside activities included the delivery of twenty-four 
lectures, ten of which formed part of an Adult Education course. 

Routine duties involved ever-increasing correspondence and 
identification of specimens, the loan of research material to other 
institutions, and the maintaining of collections, information files 
and indexes.

Ethnologist 

The collections were enriched by the addition of 1,398 speci¬ 
mens during the year. Accessions of special importance included 
Pacific ethnographical material from Lady Ellis: Maori and Poly¬ 
nesian articles from the Edward Earle Vaile Trust Fund; an 
ethnographical collection from Central Africa presented by the 
Rev. H. Johnson; Melanesian collections from Mr. A. Lush and 
the Rev. Charles Palmer, and a carved Maori canoe prow from 
Mr. I. W. McLeod. 

History students from Ardmore Teachers’ College under 
Messrs. S. Knight and S. S. P. Hamilton co-operated with the 
Museum in undertaking an archaeological excavation in the Marae- 
tai area. Two parties camped on the site for periods totalling 
fifteen days and valuable and varied material was added to the 
Museum collections. Credit is due to staff and all students who 
participated, and especially to Mr. A. Campbell, the Acting Prin¬ 
cipal, for his active support. 

Visits were paid to Waimate North to advise re the proposed 
establishment of a local museum, and to the historic Kemp home¬ 
stead at Kerikeri at the request of the owner. Mr. A. E. Kemp. 
Brief field trips to Kaharoa, Clevedon and Oratia were carried 
out. 

A marked increase in the loan of specimens to schools, colleges 
and other institutions is noted. Material was lent to the Blind 
Institute; Maori carvings to the Adult Education Centre for dis- 
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play at the Waikato Winter Show and later at the carving classes 
at the Auckland Maori Community Centre: to the National Film 
l 'nit: African specimens to a local theatre: and Maori specimens 
in the Auckland and Ardmore Teachers' Colleges. Some forty 
specimens were lent to various bodies for the Caravanserai con 
ducted In the combined women's organizations. 

Specialized literature references have been provided on the 
Gilbert and Fllice Islands. Solomon Islands. Cook Islands. Society 
Islands, Taupo, Maori petroglyphs and various aspects of Maori 
customs. Requests for such help came from school teachers, 
university and training college students, lecturers, missionaries, 
and colonial officials. 

During the year eleven lectures were delivered to a range of 
societies including Rotary Clubs. Church groups. Tramping Clubs 
and the Officers' Club. A series of four lectures on Maori 
customs was offered at a YAV.C.A. Club for new arrivals in New 
Zealand. The Museum Sunday afternoon series of seven lectures 
was organized and a field day arranged by the Forest and Bird 
Protection Society was attended in order to supply information on 
Maori plant lore. Anthropology seminars held at the University 
have been attended whenever possible. 

Throughout the year have served as Hon. Secretary of the 
Art Galleries and Museums Association, and while attending the 
three-day conference of the Association at Napier as a delegate 
for the Museum read a technical paper on “Registration and Cata¬ 
loguing." At the request of the Girl Guide Association have 
continued to examine candidates for the Maori badge. 

Much help was given to Professor Paul Wingert. of Columbia 
University, who spent some weeks in the Department studying 
Maori Art. Assistance of a specialised and varied character was 
accorded two American Fulbright scholars, Miss Marion Stoller. 
of Denver. Colorado, who has worked in the field of Maori art. 
and Mr. 1). S. Marshall, of Harvard, Mass., who has studied Cook 
Island and Tahitian material. 

Routine care of the reserve collections has been exercised, and 
the transfer of Maori fish hooks and ornaments to steel filing 
cabinets has been effected. The provision of further cabinets will 
.alleviate somewhat the congested state of some cases besides 
making the material more accessible. Two student assistants. 
Messrs. (. Barr and E. Brough, attended to the registration of 
new accessions.

Temporary exhibits shown during the year include a fine 
collection of Solomon Island material presented by the Rev. 
Charles Palmer and another selected from the extensive African 
collection given by the Rev. H. Johnson. A bay. converted by 
means of hangings into a setting for the larger carvings from this 
collection, will continue to he used for a series of temporary 
exhibits. 

An alcove at the head of the stairs on the first floor has been 
filled with a group of eighteenth century furniture, including a 
mahogany sideboard bequeathed by Mrs, J. P. Campbell, a sofa 
table from the Esmond Kohn bequest, and a pair of large Dutch 
delft vases presented by Mr. V. J. Earner and Mr. William Good- 
fellow. 

The new display of the ceramic collections has been completed 
with the re-arrangement of three centre cases of European por¬ 
celain. 

The changing of exhibits in order to ensure continued interest 
has again been one important aspect of the year’s work. This 
includes the re-arrangement of three cases in the Melanesian 
section. In the Santa Cruz case a complete loom has been set up 
in working position; an exhibit of Melanesian fishing methods i> 
illustrated with Solomon Island material, and weapons and head¬ 
hunting equipment from the Papuan Gulf region have been 
displayed. 

Special lighting for the new Goldie Collection of portraits in 
the Maori Court presented an interesting technical problem. 

A paper entitled ‘‘Ethnographical Display” was read at the 
A.G.M.A.X.Z. conference in Napier in April, 1951.

Associate Botanists 

Additions to the herbarium for the year totalled 2.005 col¬ 
lectings. of which 1.530 came by gift or exchange and 475 from 
local field work. The accessions included 400 sheets of Australian 
and New Zealand algae from the collection of \\ . I I. I larvey made 
in 1.X50 and presented bv Mr. J. M. Kelsey, of Ashburton; 182 
specimens from the Huia area for the "Botany of Auckland" 
collection; 555 sheets of Samoan, Australian and New Zealand 
duplicates from Missouri Botanical Gardens herbarium (these 
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include specimens from the late T. Kirk’s collection) ; Orchid and 
Wahlenbergia type material and 24 sheets of exotic and New 
Zealand orchids from Mr. E. I). Hatch, of Laingholm, and two 
packets of plants from Mr. T. W. Mellor. of Nelson. 

Arrears of mounting estimated as numbering from 15-20.000 
specimens have now been completed, and assistance was given to 
Mr. Cooper in the selection of material for exchange with the 
Missouri Botanical Gardens and the U.S. National Herbarium. 
A card index of the garden plants of Auckland was compiled, and 
this will be used by Mr. Cooper when selecting specimens from 
duplicates at the Missouri Botanical Gardens herbarium. These 
duplicates when they come to hand will help to fill the need for 
reliably named specimens of garden plants in our herbarium. 

On the 16th August. 1951. Mr. Cooper left New Zealand, and 
we were appointed to relieve him as Associate Botanists in a part- 
time capacity. 

General enquiries covering a wide range have been dealt with, 
and material sent in for identification from individuals and from 
the School Service Department have received prompt attention. 

The mounting of further specimens as they come to hand has 
continued and a start has been made in fulfilling requests for 
exchange material. 

Field trips have l>een made to Rotorua, East Cape district. 
Great Barrier Island, Mts. Moehau. Tarawera, Karioi, Maunga- 
tautari, and to less frequented local areas. These trips have yielded 
much material for the exchange scheme, and many valuable speci¬ 
mens have been added to the herbarium. Special attention has 
been paid to the collection of introduced weeds and cultivated 
plants. 

In September an attractive display containing 45 species of 
Australian native flowers was staged in the Cheeseman Memorial 
Hall, and this was well patronised. Our thanks are due to Mr. A. 
Farnell. Miss N. Bamford, Mrs. N. B. Spencer and Mrs. J. 
Prickett for many colourful contributions. 

Fresh material has been collected and displayed every week 
on the native flower table, and this has been especially appreciated 
by teachers and school children, both for its general attractiveness 
and for its educational value. Unusual exotics have also been 
displayed on several occasions. 
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Ornithologist and Entomologist 

Petrels and other sea birds were driven ashore during winter 
gales in exceptional numbers last year, enquiries accompanied by 
specimens or remains being sent to the Museum from many parts 
of the Auckland province. The retention of certain of these is of 
value in studies on sea bird distribution, and for general use. In 
co-operation with the now well-organised membership of the 
Ornithological Society of New Zealand, records of such storm- 
killed birds can be gathered systematically and co-ordinated 
throughout New Zealand. As a further result of the development 
of organised field work, specimens or remains of storm-killed birds 
have reached the Museum hearing the Society’s rings. The for¬ 
warding of such records of birds marked under an authorised 
ringing scheme is of importance in studies on migration and 
distribution. 

Accommodation for additional material of both cabinet skins 
and mounted specimens has unfortunately become a problem and 
further storage space is urgently needed. 

In the entomological collections Dr. T. E. Woodward and Mr. 
K. A. Harrison have given much appreciated assistance in special 
groups: the New Zealand Hemiptera have been rearranged by 
Dr. Woodward, and Mr. Harrison has made a preliminary re¬ 
organisation of the Diptera. The gift of a handsome cabinet by 
Mr. R. C. Cooper provided space for the New Zealand Hemiptera. 

In addition to replacement of specimens and incorporation of 
new specimens, the labels of some of the displayed material have 
been revised, including the sections on migration in the New 
Zealand Bird Hall. 

A film strip on the life history of the banded dotterel was 
prepared with additional teaching notes for the Education Depart¬ 
ment. 

Requests have continued for facilities to use or borrow 
research material, including that of several groups of New Zealand 
birds and, among insects, of Kphemeroptera. Odonata. Hemiptera 
and Diptera. 


Field work has included short visits to I'arcngarenga Harbour 
and to Warkworth. On the latter an investigation of the distribu¬ 
tion of the New Zealand frog in two forest areas was made in 
company with Dr. N. G. Stephenson. On the visit in February 
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of the Danish deep sea expedition several field trips were arranged, 
and, at the kind invitation of Dr. Anton Fr. Bruun, I accompanied 
the Expedition to the Kennadec Deep for a fortnight: this gave 
the opportunity to examine and use laboratory equipment and 
literature. I carried out a programme of sea bird observations 
in co-operation with Dr. L. Ferdinand. A colour film of 500ft. 
was obtained during the Expedition. 

A review and three papers have been published: “Winter 
Observations on Xotornis" and “Notes on Parengarenga Harbour 
Waders” (in Xotornis ), and “Notes on the Birds of the Three 
Kings Islands” in the Records; and a contribution was written 
for the forthcoming book “The Antarctic Today." Field notes on 
the re-survey of the vegetation quadrats on Great Island, made in 
1948, are included in the paper by M. Holdsworth in the Records. 

The Adult Education course on "Birds. Fishes and Lower 
Animals” was given jointly with Mr. Powell. Work has been 
continued in association with various societies, including the Forest 
and Bird Protection Society. Public lectures include one given 
at Whangarei at the invitation of the Whangarei Native Forest 
and Bird Protection Society.

Associate Geologist 

Since Mr. Battey's departure in August, the normal routine 
of the Geology Department has been somewhat restricted. 

The most notable accession during the year was a collection 
of approximately 800 minerals and rocks donated by the Council 
of the Waihi School of Mines. In addition to a comprehensive 
collection of mineral specimens this material includes a valuable 
group of "rock types” and a large number of rock specimens from 
the Waihi, Westland and Dunedin districts. The collection, which 
is well labelled and identified, is at present being catalogued, and 
when this work is completed a display of the material will be 
prepared. 

Other additions include representative collections of rocks 
from the North Cape. Ml. Camel, and Tokatoka areas, and Cre¬ 
taceous fossils from the C entral Kaipara. Mr. II. Sands presented 
a fine block of sandstone containing whale remains, from the Te 
Kuiti district. 

Field excursions were made to several localities during the 
year: to North Cape, Ml. Camel, and Doubtless Bay in May: to 
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the Central Kaipara in June; to the Coromandel Peninsula in 
November; and to the Tokatoka district in January. Shorter 
excursions have been made to various localities near Auckland, 
and an interesting discovery has been that of hitherto unrecorded 
pillow-lavas at Waihvke Island. Foraminifera collected from the 
Coromandel Peninsula in November and kindly identified by Mr. 
Hornibrook of the New Zealand Geological Survey have fixed 
the age of the Tertiary sediments in the northern portion of the 
Peninsula. Through the courtesy of Mr. I. B. Hayter, a collection 
of fossil plants from the Great Barrier Island presented by Mr. 
A. G. Stevenson in 1931 was identified and described by Dr. \Y. 
R. B. Oliver. A paper by Mr. Battey on the geology and topo¬ 
graphy of Great Island in the Three Kings Group was published 
in the Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum. 

Following the Seventh New Zealand Science Congress in May. 
a scheme for integrated National Fossil Records was instituted. 
The Master File for the Auckland Peninsula between Dargaville 
and Port Waikato is under the care of the Museum, and a con¬ 
siderable amount of time has been taken up in completing Record 
Forms for the many fossils that have been collected in this area. 
Up to the present 230 forms have been made out, and they provide 
a valuable record of the fossils found and the age determinations 
made. A similar systematic record is now being kept by the 
department of all geological observations made on field excursions. 

Since August the work of the department has been carried 
out on a part-time basis, and there has therefore been a decrease 
in the number of encpiiries dealt with. 

Mr. F. Arlidgc was recently appointed student assistant, and 
it will now he possible to continue with the work of reorganization 
of the displays commenced by Mr. Battey.

Education Officer 

Cold, wet seasonal conditions and curtailed services resulting 
from industrial disputes seriously affected the work of the year. 
The weather conditions resulted in wide variations in the flow of 
children for lessons. Transport restrictions upset the regular 
delivery of loan cases to provincial schools, in a number of 
instances eliminating complete circuits for a term. Despite these 
hindrances 60 city and 170 provincial schools were serviced. 
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Summary of Attendances for One Hour Lessons. 

Primary Intermediate Secondary Total 
20.899 3.171 5.028 29,098 

An expansion at the beginning of tile present school year of 
the range of lessons for primary and post-primary schools has 
met with a response which indicates strikingly the limiting char¬ 
acter of staffing this department with only two teachers. Fifteen 
containers for loan material display cases were supplied by the 
Auckland Education Board, which is the first step in rationalizing 
the actual delivery services. Demand continues to outmarch pro¬ 
duction in respect to the loan material cases. 

An outstanding feature has been the attendances for instruc¬ 
tion or observational purposes of all the second year students from 
the Ardmore and Auckland Teachers' Training Colleges, the 
outgoing students from the Loretto Hall Training College and a 
party from the Kindergarten Training Centre. One hundred and 
twenty-one students (including 10 post-primary) have been 
attached to the Museum for teaching practice. 

The annual Cheeseman Memorial Competitions and the holi¬ 
day film sessions again were well supported.

Librarian 

A total of 865 books were added to the library during the 
year. 540 being purchased from the Edward Earle Vaile Trust 
Fund. These figures continue the trend noted previously, and 
this trend towards fewer additions each year is accounted for by 
the fact that the library's holdings of Pacific material are now 
fairly comprehensive, and more expensive rarer works are being 
bought. 

In November. 1951. Miss Evans. Librarian, commenced a 
year's leave of absence. While in England, she is going through 
the stocks of second-hand bookshops, and in this way has already 
helped to fill a number of important gaps in the library’s Pacific 
and New Zealand material. Miss A. Minchin is working part time 
to do the cataloguing of books in Miss Evans' absence. 

The most notable addition this year to the overseas institutions 
with which the library exchanges material is the Science Council of 
Japan, from which a large collection of journals on botany, zoology, 
geography and geology, with the text mainly in English, has been 
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received. There are few countries in the world with which the 
library does not exchange publications, and much valuable material 
is acquired in this way. 

By agreement with the New Zealand Institute of Chemistry, 
a number of periodicals sent to them on exchange are now housed 
and recorded by this library. Institute members may borrow them. 

Three steel filing cabinets for New Zealand pamphlets, and a 
glass-fronted bookcase, were bought during the year, and these 
have helped to relieve the overcrowding of books on the shelves. 
Lack of space remains a problem, however, owing to the rate at 
which the library is expanding.
